H*:: leave us not rush things! A problem 
exists in several areas across the country 
that has grown from an entirely innocent and 
unselfish beginning. In order to combat dwind- 
ling memberships, square dance clubs have 
tried many plans for bringing in replacements 
and, failing, have in some instances sponsored 
their own beginner classes. 

The idea is basically sound. A hall is located, 
a date set and the services of a caller-teacher 
are procured. With all the club members work- 
ing like little beavers a class of maybe 10 to 12 
sets is finally recruited. 

Now, up to here the picture is a normal one. 
However, let’s not forget the purpose of this 
“Special” Class and the admonition given the 
caller: “We need new members right now so 
get these folks so they can dance with us in 
15 weeks!” 

The caller, tied down to a definite assign- 
ment, starts in. There’s no time for rounds or 
mixers or for the little gimmicks, simple stunts 
and gags which make the learning fun. This 
bunch of newcomes must—in a few weeks—be 
dancing as well as the club members who have 
been dancing an average of five years. It isn’t 
impossible, but it does present many problems. 

With constant pushing, drilling on the basics, 
the class finally finishes its 15 weeks. What’s 
left of it, that is, for some surely fell by the 

wayside, confused and ,unwilling to work so 
hard to have what they were told would be 
fun. Maybe 6 squares of the original 12 finish. 

Whambo! The newcomers are dumped into 
the now prosperous and full-sized “advanced” 
club. But here’s where their work really be- 
gins. The pressure of knowing they must keep 
up with old-timers gets to be much too much 
and this too, takes its toll. Of the drop-outs 
from the original 12 squares were asked why, 
they might answer: “Well, we tried square danc- 
ing. Now we'll try something less demanding.” 

One of the happiest stages in the life of a 
square dancer is his “childhood” or learning 
period. Rather than all this “push”—perhaps a 
few of those clubs with membership problems 
could do well to “slow down” a bit and experi- 
ence this “growing up’ in Square Dancing— 
all over again.

Square Dance Expansion All Over the World Proves 


You Can't Keep A Good Thing Down! 


“Allez vers la droite complet...” 
“Gehen Sie rund nach den recht...” 
“Circle to the right, old boy...” 


It doesn’t matter how you say it. Somebody, 
somewhere in the world, is ready to obey that 
call in French, in German, or even in British 
English. That’s the way square dancing has 
traveled and grown and brought more people 
into that magically universal realm of square 
dance fun which we enjoy in this country in 
such large measure. 


Square dancing within our country’s bound- 
aries has shown an upswing just within the last 
year, beginner classes bursting their seams in 
fresh areas, old-timers coming back into the 
activity, new ideas being thrown into the 
churning caldron, a whole new generation of 
young people dancing. 

Nor do our borders confine the square danc- 
ing fun. Largely thru the efforts of enthusiastic 
square dancers in our Armed Forces and those 
who have gone overseas with industry, square 
dancing has sparked universally into a bright 
and steady glow. Lots of people, hard work, 
right circumstances, have contributed to this 
world-wide progress, and on these pages we 
tell you about a few people and instances. 


As one of the many top-notch square dance 
events to take place in England, on March 16 
the Officers’ Square Dance Club at East Kirkby, 
Lincolnshire, chartered a bus and traveled 150 
miles to Mildenhall to square dance with the 
officers there. The dance was attended by over 
20 squares, 5 of which consisted of British 
Royal Air Force Officers. Sgt. Cal Golden, 
caller for the East Kirkby club; and Major 
“Moose” Holland, formerly with Pappy Shaw's 
demonstration group and now caller for the 
Mildenhall club, shared the evening program. 


High ranking U.S. Air Force Officers are 
helping to promote square dancing in England 
and this dance was based on the idea of help- 
ing to foster better Anglo-American relations. 
It has been agreed by both the English and 
Americans that square dancing fills the bill in 
this respect better than any other type of 
activity. 

Ah! Paris! There, Major ]. E. (Joe) O'Leary 
of SHAPE, is calling the squares for groups 
composed mostly of service personnel. Recently 
one of Joe’s clubs invited the Scottish dancers 
led by Major Alex Gray of the British Army to 
dance, and the combined party resulted in 
about 120 Scottish-Square Dancers. Alex ch 
rected” a few Scottish reels and Joe called the

In Australia there are many fine callers who 
are consistently busy providing square dancing 
fun. Dallas’ Joe Lewis, with his two visits there, 
stimulated the interest and among the callers 
inspired to learn the American style was Vince 
Spillane. Vince came by the calling urge nat- 
urally, his father having been an Old Time 
dancer. Vince teaches, has called for large af- 
fairs, for broadcasts, and has a demonstration 
team called the Circle Eights.

Melbourne’s annual spring festival, called 
Moomba (no relative of Mambo) this year in- 
cluded square and round dancing in an elab- 
orate program also featuring ballet, golf, mo- 
torcycle racing, etc., square dancing now be- 
ing accepted as part of the national scene. 


So it goes. Square dancing is catching on 
and growing also in Germany, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Mexico, South America, the West 
Indies, New Zealand, Peru, the Philippines, 
Hawaii, etc., etc., ete. We haven't heard that 
African tribal ro are beating out hoedowns 
as yet, but we expect to, any time! 
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You can look for a spurt in Indonesia soon, 
as during the recent visit of President Sukarno 
of that country to Washington, D. C., his Em- 
bassy staff there decided that square dancing 
would be a particularly good American activity 
to show him. Pat Paterick of Arlington, Va., 
was contacted to teach and present a group 
of the Embassy staff in western square dances. 
As most of them had a perfect knowledge of 
English, they were soon dancing like veterans. 
At the President’s reception on May 17, after 
he had been formally presented, he called Pat 
over. He was attracted by Pat’s western attire, 
and while cameras of the national services 
clicked away, the President touched the fringe 
on Pat’s shirt, found that it was part of atypical 
caller’s costume. 


President Sukarno, who speaks perfect Eng- 
lish, is a promoter of dancing in his country 
and is very fond of western dances. His face 
lighted and he clapped his hands to the beat 
of the hoedown as square dancers promenaded 
out on the floor. His remarks to the group in 
general were that he enjoyed the exhibition 
and that it looked like they were having so 
much fun. 

There seems no limit to this hobby of ours. 
Not oceans nor language nor the complexities 
of world problems can stop its expanding. Here 
we have only skimmed the surface of what is 
taking place all over the world by bringing you

Record: Sunny Hills, #AC 109-S-O (Glen Story calling), #AC 110-S-O (Instrumental) 
Introduction: You are just a Two Timin’ Gal—And you keep on breakin’ my heart. 
Opener, Middle Break and Closer: 
All around your corner see-saw your taw 
Gents star right, turn that star round the hall 
Partner left hand, corner by the right 
Partner left an allemande thar 
Gents to the middle with a right hand star 
Back right up and then you throw in the clutch 
Twice around, skip your girl she ain’t so much 
Allemande the corner Jane, promenade down lover's lane 
‘Cause she’s just a Two Timin’ Gal. 
Substitute for Ending: 
Allemande the corner Miss, promenade and steal a kiss Ps 
For she’s your Two Timin’, She’s a Two Timin’, She’s your Two Timin’ Gal. 
Figure: 
Head couples forward come back to your home 
Cross trail around just one and into the middle you roam 
Box the gnat, do-sa-do, once around you know 
Pass thru a left hand swing, heads star right to your corners go 
Allemande your corner, Pass your own maid 
Swing with the next and then you promenade 
She’s (a cutie pie), a Two Timin’ Gal, And she just keeps rollin’ those eyes. 
Sequence: Intro, Opener, Figure for heads, Repeat figure for heads, Middle break 
(Opener), for sides, Repeat figure for sides, Closer (Opener).

Source of our information is that live-wire 
group, the Awa Wego Club of Tulare, Cali- 
fornia. Trudy and Larry Hubbs and their com- 
mittee cohorts transformed Tulare Women’s 
Club into an Oriental garden and the whole 
feeling of the square dance evening took on a 
lustrous Far Eastern glow. 

This party was originally inspired by an ar- 
ticle in Sets in Order for January, 1953, called, 
“Huan Ying,” by Margo Findlay. Huan Ying is 
Chinese for, “It gives me the greatest of pleas- 
ure to welcome you into our midst,” mighty ap- 
propriate since hospitality is the square danc- 
ers keynote.

PITFALLS 

Awa Wego Club is most fortunate in having 
a nucleus of enthusiastic couples willing to 
work at their theme parties. It is extra work 
to put on a party of such magnitude, but if it 
isn't done too often, it can add immeasurably 
to the interest of club dances. Be sure, when 
you plan a theme party, that you investigate 
thoroly not only the capabilities of your mem- 
bers (and youll be surprised what talents you 
find when you scratch the surface of a square 
dance club), but their willingness to take on 
extra work for a “theme” evening. 

Finances, too, must be considered in such a 
project, and sources upon which to draw, Look 
around you. Maybe some particular thing your 
town or area is famous for will lend itself to 
a “theme square dance.” Then buckle down 
and prepare for an evening of outstanding fun.

rent with the many outstanding records in the 

square and round dancing field. Here are a few 
we want to catch up with. 


Windsor. “Happy Hour” records. This is a 
new field for Windsor records. The initial re- 
lease is four separate packages in the School 
Series. Considerable research went into this 
special project which was worked out primarily 
to fill the needs of the Los Angeles City schools. 
The packages, numbered III, IV, V, VI, get 
increasingly intricate and are designed to fit 
the capabilities of various age levels of chil- 
dren. The music and rhythm is excellently 
handled and the project should prove ex- 
tremely valuable to school teachers everywhere. 
Dances contained in the four records are: ITI: 
Shoo Fly, Seven Steps, Yankee Doodle, El Mo- 
lino; IV: Bingo, Gustaf’s Skoal, La Costilla, 
The Hitch Hiker; V: Circassian Circle, Pop 
Goes the Weasel, Red River Valley, Teton 
Mountain Stomp; VI: Sicilian Circle; Chihua- 
hua, All-American Promenade, Dance of the 
Bells. Instructions come with the record. 


Sunny Hills. “Flim Flam” and “Side by 
Side’—two patter originals with the clear rhyth- 
mic calling of Jim York. Extremely clear, good 
challenging dances with music by Jack Barbour 
and the Rhythm Rustlers. “Blue Mountain Rag” 
and “Roanoke Hoedown’—two excellent square 
dance hoedowns played in a subtle solid 
rhythm. Excellent balance of music. 


MacGregor. “Charming Little Widow” and 
“Jelly Bean.” Jonesy does the calling on this 
pair—the first being an original, the second hav- 
ing slight variations on the original Old Timer 
release. Same tunes with music only by Frank 
Messina and the Mavericks in a comfortable 
“not too high” key. MacGregor accompaniment 
records are offering a good challenge to callers 
just getting used to the accompaniment-only 
music found on many singing call records. On 
two of “Jelly Bean’s” seven choruses the or- 
chestra “takes off” but is still easy to follow. 
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“The Contra Dance Book,” Holden, Kaltman, 
Kulbitsky. Published Newark, New Jersey, by 
American Squares, 1956. Here, undoubtedly, 
is one of the most complete collections of con- 
tra dance material available at the present 
time. The work represents years of research 
and is very clearly written and interestingly 
diagrammed. The volume contains historical 
notes and variations for some 100 contras and 
progressive circle dances. It gives special teach- 
ing and calling instructions by Rickey Holden. 
The square dance caller and teacher, whether 
completely “sold” on this phase of the Ameri- 
ean dance picture or not, will benefit by thé 
great wealth of background material furnished, 
a very thorough bibliography being included. 


“Developing the Creative Square Dance 
Caller’ by Dr. Ralph A. Piper, Professor of 
Physical Education, University of Minnesota, 
and Zora Piper, Assistant Professor of Physical 
Education, Illinois State Normal University. 
A helpful guide to the teacher and caller, this 
155 page book covers a great deal of material. 
Chapters include singing calls, contras, and 
various types of square dances. The authors 
suggest methods of editing and typing com- 
posed dances and offer suggestions in creating 
new dance material. 


“New England Contra Workshop Notes’—A 
Collection of Contra Dance Material Presented 
at the Eighth Annual Festival Square and Folk 
Dance Federation of Washington at Seattle, 
May 25, 26, 27, 1956. Published by “Kontra 
Korners,” Portland, Oregon. Here’s a good ex- 
ample of the type of printed notes that can be 
turned out by an organization to increase the 
value of important workshops. Three fine ar- 
ticles introducing contras precede the dance 
notes. A helpful contra glossary explains the 
important fundamentals in this style of danc- 
ing. Only a handful of actual dance figures are 
described, but the overall importance of hav- 
ing clear and carefully written notes to take 
home after the workshop is finished makes this 
little booklet worthy of a very favorable review.

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CALLER OF THE MONTH 
JACK RILEY 
Seattle, Washington 


ACK RILEY was introduced to square danc- 

ing at an early age, since his father was an 
old-time fiddle player. After serving as a para- 
trooper in the Army for 3 years, Jack started 


teaching squares and rounds in Seattle in 1946. 


He was one of the first to do so there and was 
a founder of the State Folk and Square Dance 
Federation. Many leading callers in the area 
today attended his dancing and callers’ classes 
from 1947 to 1949. In the 10 years since he 
started, Jack has trained over 12,000 dancers! 
A boatbuilder by trade, since 1953 he has de- 
voted full time to square dance teaching. He 
has children’s classes in the schools during the 
day and teaches at his own studio in the eve- 
ning. 

After bouncing around in rented halls, Jack 
got the bright idea of converting a barge into 
a studio, so in the summer of 1951 he pur- 
chased an Army barge moored in Lake Union 
and began to work on it. Work was started in 
July and by his wedding day, August 4, Jack 
had a dance floor laid and put the finish on, 
with the help of square dance friends, that 
very day. When he and his bride, LaVerne, re- 
turned from their honeymoon which included 
a week at Pappy Shaw’s Colorado Springs class, 
they opened the barge, calling it the Aqua 
Barn. They have added constant improvements 
ever since, moved it to a better location, have 
expanded to include a dress shop, a print shop, 
and are now producing their own records on 


the Aqua label. 


Along with Jack’s other square dance activ- 
ities, he trains many exhibition dancers and 
just finished a 26-week contract with KING 
T.V. station. For about 4 years he has been 
with Heber Shoemaker on a weekly radio pro- 
gram, “Swing Your Partner.” He was also one 
of the directors for the First Northwest Square 
Dance Convention in Seattle last October. 


Constantly at his side to help is Jack's wife, 
LaVerne, who assists in carrying out his effer- 
vescing ideas. He loves putting on shows, espe- 
cially children’s exhibitions. He and LaVerne 
treasure the many wonderful friendships they 
have made in their chosen field.

Record: “Memories Are Made of This’”—Dean Martin, Capitol #3295. 
Position: Semi-closed. Facing LOD. Opposite footwork. 


Measures INTRODUCTION 

1-2 Wait; 

3-6 Bal, Fwd, Touch; Bal, Back, Touch; Bal, Fwd, Touch; Bal, Back, Touch; 
Step L fwd in LOD and touch R beside L; step back R, touch L beside R; re- 
peat. These are slow steps. 


PATTERN 

1-4 Fwd, Close, Back; Back, Close, Fwd; Fwd, Close, Back; Back, Close, Fwd: 
Step fwd in LOD on L, close R to L, step back in RLOD on L; step back on R, 
close L to R, step fwd on R; and repeat. End facing partner in loose closed 
pos. M’s back to COH. 

5-6 Side, Close, Cross; Side, Close, Cross; 
Step to side along LOD on L, close R to L, step through between partner 
to RLOD by crossing L over R; step to side along RLOD on R, close L to R, 
cross R through to LOD; 

7-8 Two-Step Turn; Two-Step Turn; 
Two R-face turning two-steps progressing LOD. End open pos facing LOD, 
inside hands joined. 

9-12 Walk, Two; Roll Across, 2, 3; Walk, Two; Roll Across, 2, 3; 
Step fwd L, R; then M takes 3 steps almost in place. W makes one L-face 
turn in three steps across in front of M, to end facing LOD on L side of M. 
Join inside hands. Moving again LOD, walk fwd, R, L; then as M takes three 
steps almost in place W makes one R-face turn in three steps, crossing in 
front of M to end facing partner in loose-closed pos. M’s back to COH. 

13-14 Side, Close, Cross; Side, Close, Cross: 
Repeat action of meas 5-6. 

15-16 Two-Step Turn; Two-Step Turn; 
Repeat action of meas 7-8 ending in semi-closed pos ready to repeat en- 
tire dance. 
Pattern is then done four times in all. Repeat meas 1-4 tor the ending. 
End with bow and point.

Circle four, you’re doing fine 
The head gents break and you form a line. 
Go forward and back, then pass through, 
Turn alone as you always do. 
With the opposite two you circle the floor, 
Head gents break and you line up four. 
Go forward and back, then pass through, 
Turn alone as you always do. 
With the opposite two you circle four, 
Once around and then no more. 
Head gents break, but don’t be late, 
All join hands and circle eight. 
Circle to the left and around you go, 
Break it all up with a do-pa-so. 
That's partners left with the left hand round, 
Corners all with the right hand round, 
Partners left, go all the way around, 
And the gents star right across the town 
To an allemande left, etc. 


THE CASCADE CAPER 
By Ted King, Springfield, Ore. 

2 and 4 bow and swing 
Head ladies chain across the ring 
Turn ‘em twice and don’t get sore 
Sides divide and line up four 
Forward eight and back that way 
Inside two do a half sashay 
Forward eight and back with you 
Then star by the right with the opposite two 
Gents star left when you come down 
Girls promenade outside the town 
Meet your own with a wagon wheel 

Original partner. 
Spin ‘em boy and make ‘em squeal 
Then roll that wagon round the world 
Heads back out with a full turn round 
Right and left thru with the couple you found 
Then circle four and around you go 
And break it up with a docey—do 
One more change and don’t be late 
All join hands and make it eight

where the back of the cone is left exposed, 
spill a great dea] of the sound into unuseable 
portions of the hall. This problem was par- 
tially solved by several callers who fashioned 
special backboards to which any regulation 
sized speaker bafHe could be easily attached. 
The boards in this case were made by 5-ply 
hardwood. A regular sling for the speaker was 
made of an elastic rope cording which was 
fixed to the board in two places at the base 
and in one spot of the board. The speaker was 
simply cradled into this hammock and just as 
easily taken out when the equipment was re- 
moved. Boards of this type can be set up as 
more-or-less permanent equipment in halls 
often used for square dancing.

RECORDS 
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STYLE SERIES: 
“CROSS TRAIL”—“TRAIL ON THRU” 


AT PATTISON, who wrote the “New Mex- 

ico Traveler” (often referred to as the 
“Santa Fe Traveler’) is an old-time caller in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. He tells how he in- 
vented the “Cross Trail” or “Trail on Thru” 
figure in 1949: 

“According to my notes, I introduced this 
at Pappy’s (Shaw, Colorado Springs) in either 
1950 or 1951 ... As I call it, I use the call 
‘Trail on Thru’, At the time I introduced it at 
Colorado Springs, Herb Greggerson indicated 
the call was wrong and should be called “Cross 
Trail Thru’ and I agree with his call as it tells 
more ... 1 do not believe the call “Trail on 
Thru’ is accurate enough as it doesn’t tell the 
dancers what todo...” 

This is an interesting bit of history in that 
this figure is one of today’s most popular and 
most used square dance movements. Since it’s 
introduction almost six years ago, the figure 
has been used almost all over the country. 

In at least 90% of the country, the term 
“Cross Trail” and “Trail on Thru” are synony- 
mous. That’s why so many times, in reading 
a dance in Sets in Order, you may notice the 
term “Cross Trail” is used on one occasion and 
the term “Trail on Thru,” on others, depend- 
ing entirely on the author’s choice and on the 
flexibility of the words. In some areas the term 
“Trail on Thru’ is reserved for this figure while 
the call “Cross Trail” indicates an entirely dif- 
ferent pattern. 

There is hope that this latter pattern, which 
in itself is an excellent figure, will someday 
be renamed so that it can enjoy general usage 
and avoid the confusion due to the synonymous 
term.

GIVE THE KIDS A BREAK — TEACH THEM SQUARE DANCING 


Looking for something extra for those young- 
sters to be doing this summer? Well, why not 
throw a square dance party for a bunch of the 
neighbor kids? You don't have to be an excel- 
Jent caller or even an experienced teacher to 
give a lot of pleasure to a group of youngsters 
and to discover what fun it is to teach others 
how to square dance. Don't be too ambitious 
in the beginning. Get a few of the simpler 
called records and go over them several times 


so that you know all of the calls that are used 
and how to explain the movements that are 
called. Three or four simple dances are enough 
for your first session — just keep it simple and 
make it fun, and let the caller's voice on the 
record do the work. Your job is to explain the 
fundamentals of a square and keep the in- 
struction simple and enjoyable. Chances are 
you ll gain an entirely new sense of values and 
enjoyment of the whole square dancing picture.

Introduction: 4 meas. Wait 2; Bal Apart & Bow; Back to Closed Pos.

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Side, Behind, Side; Front, Side, Behind; Banjo Round, 2, 3; 4, 5, 6; 
Grapevine swd in LOD for 6 steps followed by banjo pos (R hips adjacent) 
walk around for one full R or CW turn—ending again in closed pos. 

Front, Side, Behind; Side, Front, Side; Banjo Round, 2 ,3; 4, 5, 6; 

Grapevine swd in RLOD starting with M stepping to R crossing in front 
with L (W crosses in back). Ends in open pos facing LOD. 

Step, Swing, —; Change Sides, 2, 3; Cross, Swing, —; Cross, Touch, —; 

M step L, swinging R across; partners exchange positions M crossing twd 
wall in front of W with 3 steps R, L, R and turning R to face COH while W 
crosses over twd center with 3 steps L; R, L, turning L under her own and 
MR hand (California twirl)—end in Butterfly pos facing, both hands joined 
shoulder height. In meas 11, M crosses L over R twd LOD and swings fwd 
in LOD, while W crosses in front with her R and swings her L. Note that 
both cross in front between self and partner. Meas 12 finds M stepping 
across on R in front of L as he pivots L to face RLOD and touches L beside R. 
W crosses in front with L and pivots to face RLOD in open pos. 

Step, Swing, —; Change Sides, 2, 3; Cross, Swing, —; Cross, Touch, —; 
Starting facing RLOD, repeat action of meas 9-12 except that meas 16 finds 
partners shifting pos with M facing LOD in Butterfly pos. (The originators 
sanction either butterfly or loose-closed pos for meas 17-20 to suit comfort 
and styling of the individual.) 

Twinkle; Twinkle; Twinkle; Cross, Touch, —; 

Moving LOD and M crossing in front on |st ct of each meas while W crosses 
in back, do four “cross waltzes’”—cross L ft in front of R, step on R beside L, 
step on L beside R and repeat with opp footwork etc. End in closed pos M 
facing LOD. 

Bal Bwd; R Turning Waltz; Waltz; Waltz; 

Bal bwd in RLOD on ML and hold; starting M R do three meas of R turning 
Waltz to end M facingLOD. (Meas 24 may be done as a twirl into pos to 
repeat the twinkle.) 

Twinkle; Twinkle; Twinkle; Cross, Touch, —; 

Repeat action of meas 17-20. 

Bal Bwd; R Turning Waltz; Waltz; Waltz; 

Repeat action of meas 21-24. 

Dance is done four times. On last time through twirl on meas 32, B & C.
